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Mr. Luis Cabrera, right- hand of Don 
Venustiano Carranga, has come forward 
with a “reply” to “The Book of Red and 
Yellow,’ on behalf of the Constitutional- 
ists.

Archbishop Le Bastida was a Conserva- 
tive.

The 
setting up of a foreign ruler, however, 
could scarcely have meant the enslaving 
of Mexico. Wiliam of Orange became 
King of England on the invitation of an 
English party, and, while the Irish have 
presumed to doubt hi success, English 
historians have been rather kind to him. 
Géorge the First of England was a Ger- 
man. He could not even speak the Eng- 
lish language; but he set up a dynasty 
which was adopted, and has been adopt- 
ed by the English One of German 
Géorge’s descendants is busy today fight- 
Ing his ancestors.

What is meant by the “Truce of 
God”? 

The Truce of God was an 
institution of the Middle Ages. 
It was first introduced towards 
the end of the tenth century by 
the Council of Charroux, and for 
the next two centuries or more 
was very strictly observed in 
France, Italy and England. Fight- 
ing amongst petty princes and 
their retainers was fairly com- 
mon in those days, and this truce 
was designed to limit and ulti. 
mately to do away with these 
private feuds. The length of the 
truce varied somewhat in different 
places, but as a rule it lasted from 
Thursday evening to Sunday 
evening, and during this period 
hostilities were strictly forbidden.

Truce embraced the times from 
Advent to the Epiphany, from 
Lent to the octave of Pentecost, 
and included also the feasts of 
the Blessed Virgin. Severe pen- 
alties, e. g., excommunication and 
deprivation of Christian burial, 
were enforced against those who 
violated the terms of the truce.
